BOURLAND SPEAKS. 



An Eloquent, Forceful Address 
to a Large Crowd. 



Aooolding to announcement 
Hon. W. E. Bourland. of Dixon, 
Hdclressed the iwoi)le at this pUco 
Hatunlay night. Ho spoke under 
the Auspioiee of the Democratic 
clab and wns preetwl by n largn 
" and enthusiast ic audience. In an 
npprupriate Bpoocli Mr. Will H. 
Clark iutrgditfltid the speakur. 

The epeaker said that lie was 
rooked in a RepabUoan cradle, 
reared a Republican and alwaye 
voted the Kepnblican ticket, but 
now the party had wandered away 
from the doctrines of Washington 
and Lincoln, and no longer utuixl 
for the constitution, the flag, and 
AmericaniBtn, and aa a conscien- 
tious nian who loved his country 
and lier institutions, lio had cul 
loose from Marli Hauua anil thu 
"money chanj^ers ' who were now 
using that party for their nofa- 
riouB purposes. He took up the 
iiuestion of imperialisui, and dis- 
ousBod the treatment accorded the 
Porto Kicans; liow they ware 
brought in ami llion refused tiie 
priTiTeges of the constitution, tax- 
ed without representation— a tbina 
we would not tolerate in 1776. 
Tlio plea tliat the tax was returned 
to tlioin did not change tlie prin-] 
ciple involved, and how were they , 
benefitted, if we collei<.ted a tnx 
from them, charged them for col- 
lecting it, and retamed the bal- 
ance to them? 

He discussed the Philippine 
war, showing how tlio Filipinos 
had been accepted as allies and 
lead to believe that thev would 
have their ft«edom wnen the 
Spanish were driven out, but we 
turned upon them and were trying 
to crush them as tlie British tried 
to crush us. Why were we doing 
this? Because the money chan- 
ger* demanded it in the interest 
of trade.

Thj Hon. John D. White. Pro- 
hibition candidate for governor, 
addressed a large a\ulience at the 
court house Friday afternoon. He 
opened his address by discussing 
the great principles of the Prohi- 
bition party— the destruction of 
the liquor traflic. He said that 
tiwi Roiiuhlican {ilfitform of IS'.Xl 
stated that the party upheld pro- 
hibition and would stand by its 
etForts. Ho made IfK) speeches for 
McKinley and then saw the Re- 
publican party back out on the 
l>rohihition clause bv allowing 
whisky to be sold to tne soldiers 
under a wrong interpretation of 
the "Army Canteen Law." He 
sfiid the Duiiux'rats had no prohi- 
intiou clause in their platform and 
might have done the same but was 
"better to have neyer prom- 
ised than to hare promised and 
then failed to have kept that pro- 
mise." He discussed the Phili]i- 
l)ine war, opposcb it and hulda tiic 
administration responuihle for the 
death of many soldiers. Said Mc- 
Kinley wa* a good man but a weak 
one. On state affairs he dwelt at 
■ome length. He Haid Taylor was 
a weak, uncpmlitied mun. put forth 
as the Rei)ul)licRn candidate by 
the Federal oHicc holders; was the 
nominee of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. The fight, he 
said, was truly between the L. and 
N. and William (xoebel. He re- 
garded (joebel as a nmn working 
against corporate greed. The L. 
and N. had tried to beat him in 
Democratic convention but failed. 
Brown, Ktone and Hardin did not 
see anything so bad in election 
law until Mr. (ioohel got the nom- 
ination. He does not l»liove an 
election law can be made to suit 
all parties before the election and 
advocates a repeal of the Gloebel 
law, which is not so l)ad, and hol- 
ding elections under old law. Ho 
said it would never be known 
which party honestly carried the 
state in 1896. He said in 1896 he 
went before Bepublican caucus 
in Legislature and told them that 
the gross frauds practiced by Re- 
publicans in Eleventh district and 
Looilville justified even Goebel- 
ism, The monntaineers are not as 
mean as they are pictured, said he 
They are innuenoed by party lea- 
ders.

right at the booths. Mr. White 
stateid that he had been * Bepub- 
lican for years, having held office 
of coiiL'ressmuri from Eleventh 
distHct several years and serve<l in 
legislature; but always upheld the 
doctrine of prohibition. He i* an 
elo<|uent, foroefnl speaker. His 
speech contained no hittorness, 
and he made an able defense of his 
jjarty's principles.
